He posed a direct challenge to 
the committee’s powerful chair- 
man, Howard Smith of Virginia. 


The speaker suggested to Smith 
that he agree to enlarging the 
committee, so that some Demo- 
crats more sympathetic to the 
new administration’s program 
could be added. Smith declined. 


Rayburn then indicated that he 
would move to push Smith’s lieu- 
tenant, Rep. William Colmer of 
Mississippi, off the committee. 
The ostensible reason would be 
Colmer’s opposition to the Demo- 
cratic ticket last fall. 


At the weekend Smith began 
sounding more amenable. He 
said he would be happy to dis- 
cuss “any honorable compro- 
mise.”

Space Capsule

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Legislative Delay 
Has Proved Costly 


The column at the right examines 
the New Orleans court ruling which 
demonstrated the penalty of legislative 
delay on school desegregation. Georgia 
now has a similar ruling much closer to 
home, affecting its own state university. 

A basic justification which Judge 
Bootle used in ordering Negroes admitted 
to the University of Georgia was the 
Legislature’s 1956 law providing for cut- 
off of state money if desegregation oc- 
curs. 

The judge’s written opinion showed 
he reasoned this way: 

First, he conceded that the univer- 
sity’s administrative officials had the le- 
gal right to set admission standards. But 
second, he ruled the authorities had not 
exercised that right in good faith with 
Negroes. And third, he corroborated his 
finding of bad faith by simply pointing 
to the 1956 law — which specifically 
forebade the university authorities to act 
in good faith. 

The law itself was cited as proof of 
the Negroes’ argument. 

The law did not delay desegregation. 
It hastened it. 

That is why the Legislature should 
act now to set up valid laws to control 
the inevitable desegregation in Atlanta. 
Delay until schools close can only sub- 
ject the state to a chaotic period of im- 
provising, during which the Legislature, 
now free, will be manacled. 

And for the second time in a month, 
we have seen how the presence of forced- 
segregation laws simply hastens the re- 
sult they oppose. 

Sen. Carl Sanders and Rep. Frank 
Twitty typified, in their Sunday state- 
ments, a responsible new leadership ris- 
ing in the legislative branch. They said 
the University of Georgia should not be 
closed. They said the public schools 
should not be closed. They have plenty 
of company among intelligent and 
soberly responsible legislators convening 
here today. If this General Assembly will 
search the facts, then take the bit in its 
own teeth and act now to keep the 
school open, its name will be written in 
the honorable history of this era.

Tax Cuts and Spending 
Mean Red-Ink Budget 


A task force headed by Dr. Paul A. 
Samuelson of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology has advised President- 
elect Kennedy that a cut in income taxes 
may be necessary to shake the national 
economy out of its stagnation. 


This type of manipulation of tax 
rates is known to be a device favored by 
Dr. Walter Heller, who has been chosen 
by Kennedy to be chairman of the Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers. He believes it 
to be a weapon against cyclical fluctua- 
tions in the economy and that a long- 
range program of tax reform geared to 
promoting economic growth should be 
undertaken. 


At the same time, another task force 
has recommended that the new admin- 
istration undertake a 314-billion-dollar 
federal aid to education program. This, 
too, can be considered a proposal aimed 
at long-term economic growth. 


Mr. Kennedy during the campaign 
viewed expansion of the economy as a 
means of increasing tax yields to finance 
the government programs he espoused. 


Over the years Mr. Kennedy’s objec- 
tives may be realized. But for the pres- 
ent, tax cuts plus increased spending can 
mean only one thing—deficit financing. 
The philosophy of the President-elect’s 
economic advisers seems to be to take 
the steps necessary to release the brakes 
on the economy to promote expansion 
which will be reflected in higher tax 
yields in the future. 


How the philosophy will work out 
remains to be seen. It seems certain it 
will be tried.

WASHING TON—It 


is now grimly evident 
that Peking and Moscow are concerting their 
actions to carry out the design of the Commu- 


nist manifesto which 81 Communist parties signed a month ago. 
There is no doubt in my mind that this is a new Comintern with 
teeth—and needs to be so recognized. 


The manifesto itself and the ac- 


‘ tions taken to further its purpose 


‘to subvert weak governments 
for a Communist take-over) are 
timed to catch the United States 
at its own weakest moment, the 
period of transition between ad- 
ministrations. 

This is evident in Castro’s 
latest affront to the United 
States which inevitably resulted 
in the rupture of diplomatic re- 
lations. 

It is possible that, in addition to 
the uncertainties of the transition, 
the Communists are counting on 
President Kennedy’s taking a 
wishful and soft attitude toward 
their version of ‘peaceful co- 
existence.” 


On this score they will, I think, 
be making a miscalculation. Ken- 
nedy is not in the least soft-headed 
on Communism and he knows 
quite well that the Soviet and 
Chinese design for the cold war 
is aimed with deadly purpose at 
the whole non-Communist world. 

If Moscow and Peking are in- 
terested, it can be reported with 
knowledge that the new adminis- 
tration will, if anything, take a 
tougher line on cold-war negotia- 
tion than President Eisenhower 


did at Camp David. — 


Kennedy has the advantage of 
oon alerted by Khrushchev's 


tactics at the Paris summit. 

There will be some who may 
think that the Soviet-aided crisis 
in Laos, plus Mr. K.’s_inter- 
ference in Algeria, plus Moscow's 
efforts to wreck the U.N. opera- 
tion in the Congo, are a poor way 
to promote a summit conference 
which is what Mr. K. keeps say- 
ing he wants. 

But this tactic of stepping up 
the trouble as a means of com- 
manding a summit meeting at 
will is authentic Khrushchev. 

Such a tactic would make no 
sense at all if the Soviets wanted 
to dissolve the tensions of the 
cold war through any agreement 
acceptable to both sides. 

The very fact that the Soviets 
and the Chinese are using this 
period of transition in the United 
States to promote a whole series 
of local conflicts shows that Khru- 
shchev is acting to pressure the 
new president, into a premature, 
unprepared summit meetihg to 
extract some one-sided American 
concessions. 

My guess is that Kennedy is 
not going to yield to this kind 


of pressure. The new administra- 
-tion is not unwilling to negotiate 


and to negotiate seriously, but I. 
doubt if it will leap to the con- 
ference table whenever Mr. K.

If you should pass my door and find me standing on my head, it’s not 
necessarily what you think—a complete crack-up. I’m about to take up Yoga 
for two reasons: 1. To make me look like Marlene Dietrich. ‘Or Nehru, if it 


comes to that.) 2. To help a young Cuban doctor make good his escape from the minions of Fidel 
Castro. Dr. Rolando Estafano, 26-year-old Havana pediatrician, is the man and he has-a story to 
tell which is both as chilling and horrifying as mass executions of innocent people and as full of 
hope and promise as the tales of the early American settlers. 


Dr. Estafano escaped from 
Cuba a few days ago just hours 
before he was to be hailed off 
to certain prison and possible 
“liquidation” for being so pro- 
American in his attitudes that 
he was known as “the Yan- 
kee doctor’? among the impov- 
erished, hook-worm ridden, ane- 
mia-weakened people he treated 
in a rural province, He “got 
out of Cuba just before the 
United States broke off diplo- 
matic relations with the Castro 


goverment and only because he 
had the help of lifelong friend, 
an Emory graduate who is now 
an American citizen but was 
working with the Chrysler 
Corp. in Havana. 

The two young men, Dr. Es- 
tafano and Frank Cangelosi, 
obtained the help of the Ameri- 
can embassy, changed Dr. Es- 
tafano’s passport to classify 


him not as a badly needed 
doctor but as ‘‘unemployed’”’ 
and kept him hidden until he 


could get a plane to this coun- 
try. 

His internship at the Univer- 
sity Hospital in Havana was 
cut short after the revolution 
and he was sent to Pinar del 
Rio to work as a $130-a-month 
general practitioner among 
the terribly poor people who 
are so uneducated and ‘so 
weakened by malnutrition and 
various parasites that they are 
literally starving to death in the 
midst of rich lands. 

Faced with seeing 70.or 80 
patients a day he declined to 
follow the government system 
of writing down their names 
and handing them aspirin but 
sincerely tried to examine 
them and treat them with sam- 
ple drugs begged from doctor 
friends and American drug 
companies. 

He made two bad errors. He 
told his patients their medicine 
was a gift from Americans, not 
Castro, and he earnestly spoke 
his religious conviction that 
healing was a gift from God 
and neither his nor Castro’s 
genius. Dr. Estafano was 
warned and he fled. 

Now he is waiting until April 
when he can take the necessary 
examinations to resume his 
medical practice in America. 
Meanwhile, he must live and 
he’s‘ thinking of giving Yoga 
lessons for a fee. A personal 
Yoga practitioner for many 
years, he once taught it in Ha- 
vana and he believes the sys- 
tem of posture, breathing and 
medication to be beneficial for 
many maladies caused by ten- 
sion. Americans have recently 
taken up this Eastern method 
of relaxing and toning up the 
body—to the extent that astro- 
nauts are now being taught 
it to prepare them for the rig- 
ors of space travel.

Hails Lee, Grant

LEXINGTON, Va.—The conflict that split the na- 
tion 100 years ago was commemorated here Sunday with 
Southern tribute to the unity it forged. 


At the tomb of Robert E. Lee, 
hero of the Southern Confederacy, 
Gen. Ulysses S. Grant, who de- 
feated him, was hailed as ‘‘a mag- 
nanimous leader.” 


The praise was voiced by a for- 
mer governor of this ‘‘old domin- 
ion” state in which many of the 
major battles of the Civil War 
were fought. 


GRANT HAILS LEE 


Lee was hailed by a great-grand- 
son of Gen. Grant’s as “a great 
and knightly American soldier 
and citizen” in a telegram from 
New York, where a simultaneous 
ceremony was conducted at the 
tomb of Gen. Grant. 


The twin ceremonies marked 
the opening of a five-year com- 
memoration of the Civil War 
which will include reenactment 
of battles and other observances 
all over the nation. 


LEE’S CHAPEL 


Officials and students of Wash- 
ington and Lee University, which 
Gen. Lee headed in his later 
years, participated in the cer e- 
mony here. It was held in the 
campus chapel built under Lee’s 
supervision. In the background 
was a large white marble statue 
of Lee recumbent, which, with his 
tomb, was added»to the chape! 
later. 


Officials and students from 
nearby Virginia Military Institute, 
where Gen. Stonewall Jackson 
taught philosophy and artillery to 
men who later fought in the Con- 
federate Army, also attended. 


OTHER HEROES 


Gen. Jackson, who was killed 
in the battle at Chancellorsville, 
Va., is also buried in Lexington. 
It is the final resting place, too, 
for many other Confederate he- 
roes, including sons of Lee, and 
VMI cadets who marched up the 
Shenandoah Valley to Newmarket 
to charge Sheridan’s invaders.

U.S. Corps 
For Peace 


Is Urged

NEW YORK (UPI) — A special 
“task force’ Sunday recom- 
mended enactment of President- 
elect John F. Kennedy’s campaign 
proposal for a “Peace Corps” of 
young Americans to serve as mis- 
sionaries of Democracy in under- 
developed countries abroad. 


The task force considerably 
toned down Kennedy’s original 
proposal, however, by advising 
against making corps volunteers 
exempt from military service. It 
urged a very conservative begin- 
ning for the program. 


FROM MILLKAN 


Kennedy received the report in 
Washington Saturday from Dr. 
Max Millikan, director of the Cen- 
ter for International Studies at 
the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. Kennedy made the 
report public here Sunday. 


The report suggested that only 
a few hundred Americans be sent 
to underdeveloped cou .ries in a 
pilot operation in the first two 
years. 


The program would provide an 
extension of the point 4 economic 
aid to underdeveloped areas and 
supplement similar work now done 
by thousands of religious mission- 
aries and employes of various 
U.N. aid organizations. 


COLLEGE DEGREES 


Millikan said members of the 
proposed International Youth Serv- 
ice Agency should have college 
degrees and be at least 21 years 
old. They should be paid for their 
work, but not enough to live on 
standards far above those of the 
natives, he said. 

Kennedy spent a quiet day in 
New York before flying to Boston 
Sunday night. He went to 11:45 
a.m. mass at St. Patrick’s Cathe- 
dral, where he met former Post- 
master General James A. Farley.

the Martinet manager of the Giants. 


The premature silver in his hair 
startles those who have not seen 
him for a while, including this long- 
time Lindstrom admirer. The ques- 
tion was inevitable. How did he ex- | 
plain it? 


“Playing for McGraw” said Fred- 
die, turning on that overpowering 
charm with the most winning of smiles. 


With his natural talents he was 
Hall of Fame material because he had 
all the equipment any ball player ever 
needed. When Lindy was only 24 years

old, he produced a batting average of .379. Perhaps that rebellious 
spirit was his undoing.

‘I just can't play 
ball for you. Trade me.”’ 


He was traded to the Pirates and never again was to be the 
star he had been under McGraw. He started badly for the Pitts- 
burghers, who came to New York griping and grousing about hotel 
accommodations, food and everything else. Not a peep came from 
Freddie. 

“When a man is hitting .240,"’" he explained, ‘‘whatever he gets 
is too good for him.”’ 


In 1936 he was with the Dodgers. He seemingly beat the Giants 
at the Polo Grounds with a home run. Just as he set himself for 
a last-out catch, his own shortstop ran into him while tying and 
winning runs scored. 


“I've read about the Dodgers and their shennanigans all my 
life,”’ he said, “‘but I never dreamed I'd wind up in the middle of it.”’ 


He quit that season at the age of 30 with a lifetime average of 
.311, his tremendous promise never quite fulfilled.

PITTSBURGH (?\—North

He made the statement first to 
a newsman, then said he repeated 
it to the closed-door session of 
the council, the NCAA’s 18-man 
ruling body empowered to level 
penalties on member institutions 
found guilty of violating the NCAA 
code. 


McGuire, who came here after 
his sixth-ranked Tar Heels (8-2) 
defeated Notre Dame 73-71 at 
Charlotte Saturday night, spent 
more than two hours before the 
Council. 


“We stated our side of the 
case," McGuire said on emerging 
from the council room. What 
they do now is up to them.” 


NCAA officials, who have never 
even confirmed that North Caro- 
lina was under investigation, had 
no comment. No announcement 
was expected before noon Monday 
at the earliest. 


McGuire flew to New York en 
route home to Charlotte immedi- 
ately after the session with the 
council. Also appearing before the 
council were Dean Smith, Mc- 
Guire’s assistant coach, Univer- 
sity Chancellor William Aycock 
and Athletic Director Chuck 
Erickson.

Pat doesn’t expect the lus- 
sians to surrender when the 
book’s published, but he  be- 
lieves the undertaking is worth- 
while. 

“There is no book for young 
people on the subject,’’. Pat 
claimed. “‘I want to do this book 
as an expose on communism 
for them.” 

Citing a report by Federal 
Bureau of Investigation direc- 
tor J. Edgar Hoover, Pat said 
the Reds are forming groups 
aimed at capturing the minds 
of America’s youngsters.

Some years later, after Wilson 
had joined Benny, the comedian 
began to use his announcer as 
a foil for his barbs and later 
gave many of the comic lines te 
him, 

THREE FIRSTS 
Wilson and Benny were the 


first to rib their sponsors, the 
first to work their commercials 
into the program’s continuity 
and among the first to employ 
the singing commercial. 

“I didn’t know when I audi- 
tioned for the job way back in 
the ’30s that it was going to 
last this long,”’ says Wilson. 

“Do you think the time is right 
to talk to Jack about a raise?’’

It was the year 1939, 
a year of fear, a year of 
frenzy, a year of evil tri- 
umphant.

America, just getting 
over the great depression of the 
1930s, was torn by furious la- 
bor-industry struggle and a new 
union weapon: the _§sitdown 
strike.
